the farmers never had before. 
Its influence is already causing the 
shepherds of Harrison county to re­ 
joice, for they are selling their wool at 
HO cents a pound. 
This week Baxter Bros, 
delivered 
their wool at Cadiz. 
They have always 
been Democrats, but when the Demo­ 
cratic administration came on, they 
would not trust it enough to sell their 
wool under the conditions 
which it 
brought about. 
For five years 
they 
have held their clip. 
They sold it this 
week, 20,000 pounds, and brought it to 
Cadiz loaded on seven wagons.

SECRETARY 
WILSON'S REPORT. 


H e M a k e s I m p o r t a n t K eco in in e n d atio iM 
F o r th * G o od o f t h e F a rm e rs . 


W a sh in g t o n, Oct. 
80. — Secretary 
Wilson has presented his report to the 
president reviewing the operations of 
the department of agriculture for the 
past year. The most important rec­ 
ommendation made by him is one that 
agents for the department should be 
stationed at each of our more import­ 
ant American embassies for the collec­ 
tion of information 
of interest to 
American fanners. 
The secretary recommends an in­ 
crease in the appropriations in aid of 
the bureau of animal industry, of the 
weather bureau and the publication 
offices. 
Mr. Wilson says the department will 
continue its pioneer work in the en­ 
couragement of the sugar beet, and ex­ 
presses the opinion that the country 
will, within a few years, raise all the 
sugar it requires. 
He expresses the 
opinion that nearly all of the $382,000,- 
OoO sent abroad last year for sugar, 
hides, fruits, wines, animals, rice, flax, 
hemp, cheese, wheat, barley, beans, 
eggs and milk might have been kept ar 
home. 
He also thinks the United 
States should grow their own chicory, 
castor beans, lavender, licorice, mus­ 
tard. opium, etc, 
With reference to horses the secre­ 
tary says : “The American farmer can 
grow horses as cheaply as he can grow 
cattie ; we l ave a h< avy and profitable 
export trade in cattle and may have an 
export trade equally heavy aud p ro b a­ 
ble in horses. 
The secretary criticises the present 
system of crop reporting. 
He favors 
the making of some slight pecuniary 
acknowledgement of the service of a 
careful selected corps of corresoondentg 
located mainly rn the principal agricul­ 
tural states. He recommends the em- 
pioyrn ut of a principal statistical agent 
in each state.

The women teachers of g rid e schools 
iii Chicago have formed a public school 
teachers’ federation, w ith Miss E liza­ 
beth K. Burdick of the Prescott school 
as president. The organization is some­ 
thing like a trades union, aud the open­ 
ly expressed intention of the teachers is 
to force an increased Rcale of salaries. 
It seems th at the women do the actu­ 
al work of teaching at far sm aller sal­ 
aries than men receive, w hile tho super 
iuteudeut of the schools gets $7,000 a 
year, his assistants $4,000, the supervis­ 
ors from $1,500 to $3,000, the special 
teachers 
from $1,200 to $1,600 aud 
gram m ar school principals from $2,500 
to $3,000. These men j ay formal visits 
to the schools once each mouth, which 
is about the extent of their work, so far 
as teaching is concerned, say the regu­ 
lar teachers. 
The women uro standing 
shoulder to shoulder in their fight for 
better salaries, aud the outcome of their 
demands w ill be watched w ith interest 
by schoolteachers throughout the coud- 
try .—Chicago Letter.
